“Stop streets” in the city are to be 
marked. That is of course necessary. 
Under the new traffic bylaw there are 
a good many stop corners, and the dri- 
ver is entitled to be shown where they 
are.

Put- 
ting up signs will deprive the driver of 
any excuse if he fails to stop where he 
is supposed to. Incidentally, it will also 
deprive the civic authorities of any ex- 
cuse if they do not punish a driver who 
fails to do this. 


LOOKING BACKWARD 


Senator Forke says if the Wheat 
Pool had dumped its holdings on the 
market last fall the price depression 
would have been still worse. Likely 
enough. And if the private dealers had 
dumped, the same result would have fol- 
lowed, in proportion. But unfortunately 
the worse depression came along later, 
and the grain that had been held had to 
be sold at still lower prices, and carry- 
ing charges paid. 

The net result was that the Argen- 
tine growers got a better price than they 
would have got it the Canadian crop had 
been sold early, and the Canadian grow- 
ers less. That was not foreseen, and 
was perhaps unforeseeable. But the 
fact should be noted, as it may be use- 
ful in future. A holding policy some- 
times amounts to helping a competitor 
at one’s own expense. 

FROM OX-CART TO AIRPLANE. 

Within the memory of and 
women living in Edmonton the ox-cart 
was the standard means of transport 
throughout the vast region lying be- 
tween the Red River and the Rocky 
Mountains. Six weeks of steady tra- 
velling were needed to cover the trail 
from Edmonton to Winnipeg with a 
string of these creaking vehicles and 
toiling oxen. 

On Wednesday a great fleet of air- 
planes will drop down on the Edmon- 
ton air field, any one of which could 
trace the course of the Winnipeg trail 
in as many flying hours as the ox team 
required weeks to make the journey.

Premier Bennett announces that 
when parliament reassembles after the 
New Year it will be asked to consider 
the question of securing the construe- 
tion of a direct railway line from the 
Peace River country to the Pacific coast 
Mr. King several months ago pledged 
the then Government to a like course of 
action. 

The construction of the direct ocut- 
let is thus definitely on the agenda as 
the next major railway-building enter- 
prise to be undertaken in Canada. There 
is at least a fair possibility that next 
year may see this project put in hand 
and construction started. Mr. Beatty 
of the C. P. R, stated the other day 
that surveyors are now exploring the al- 
ternative routes through the mountains.

The total funded debt on Aggust 
31, before subtracting $442,190,353.- 
32 in non-active ass¢ts, amounted to 
$2.887.050,797.25 This is a reduc- 
tion of more than 
the comparative figure of $2,644.422.- 
653.64 at the same dale in 1929. Of 
the funded debt $1,807,112.033 82 is 

yoble in Canada. $311,668.136.39 in 
Pondon and $165.916,20000 in New 
York 

Taxes collected by the Dominion 
government up to the end of August 
amounted to $165.371,.428.34, a pro- 
nounced decreare as compared with 
$192.645.454.62. Figures for the same 
period in 1929. After adding post 
office and other revenues, including 
special réoripts and credits on the 
consolidated fund, the total receipts 
for the period under review amoun‘ed 
to $187.960,287.11 

The grand total of expenditures 
amounted to $155,076,772.33 as agains!

Linger for Trillions 


of Years 
Bulletin News Special 
CHICAGO, Sept. 15.—The tenth 
chapter of Joshua, tells of the defeat 
o. the five hostile kings who had 
launched a campaign against the 


royal city of Gideon. The Gideonites 
had made peace with the children of 


Israel, and Joshua, himself, rallied to 
the defense of the city.

tronomical Society of the Adler Plan- 
are inclined to the opinion 
that the stones slew the fleeting hosts

“But if this theory is true,” said 
Dr. Charles E. Wylie, of the university 
of Iowa, an expert on meteors “this 
| is the first and only case on record 
| of anybody being hit by these missles 
| from the outer darkness.” 

Though meteorites. ranging in size 
from boulders to penny marbles, are 
| raining constantly from the skies 
| Professor Wylie added, one’s chance 
of being hit by one is only one in 
| billions. These meteoric showers, ac- 
cording to accepted theories. are 
caused by cosmic catastrophes, com- 
parable only to the end of the world

The race was unsatisfactory in that 
t furnished a questionable test of the 
value of the Shamrock and the En- 
terprise or the valor of th@r skippers 
but it satisfied the crowd who were 
out on the earliest good Saturday in 
September to see a roman holiday. 

Pour hundred craft, sail and power 
crowded the fairway and were only 
kept off through the brutalmy of a 
dozen destroyers and a score of atrol 
boats. The British defeat was not so 
bad as to warrant pessimism. Who 
knows what today may br-ng forth. 


Canadian Women 


Golfers Beaten 


MONTREAL, Que., Sept. 15. — A 
strong team of women golfers from 
the United States made a successful 
invasion of Canada on Saturday and 
won a decisive victory over a repre-
